Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant's arguments regarding the 112 
rejection and drawing objection are persuasive, and thereby withdrawn. Regarding the 103 rejection and the applicant's argument that 
Iwasaki in view of Uehara does not teach or suggest "said dummy gate conductors positioned adjacent to ends of said functional gate 
conductors 11 , this argument is not persuasive. In Fig. 2, Iwasaki discloses (see the figure labeled on page 4 of the Final rejection mailed 
8/1/05) dummy gate conductors adjacent to the ends of the functional gate conductors as opposed to other vertical gate structures. Even 
though there is a source region, Iwaskai still discloses these dummy gate conductors "adjacent" to the ends of the functional gate 
conductors relative to other gate structures. Regarding the applicant's argument on page 12, second paragraph that there is no mentoin 
of dummy gates in claims 7, and 13, this argument is not persuasive. Claims 7, and 13 are rejected on different grounds. Claim 7 is 
rejected as being unpatentable over Iwasaki in view of Uehara. Claim 13 is rejected as being unpatentable over Iwasaki in view of 
Uehara in view of Fukuda. Claims 7, 8, 18, and 19 are rejected on the basis that the relationship between the sizes of the gate and 
dummy conductors can be adjusted to have a semiconductor device of optimum performance wherein, for example, factors such as 
proximity effect and/or manufacture of a semiconductor may be improved.
